tur» can lay claim, It la not surprising that 
the bedstead Is crowded with associations of 
the most eventful and historic character. 


But, confining ourselves to modern times, 


we find numerous Instances In which these 
honored fabrics, apart from th«lr domestic 
use, as affording repose to the weary, have 
been only too frequently associated with tad 
memories, and benn the scene of many an un- 
raveled mystery. Thus, cases like the murder 
of the young princes in tho Tower at once 
occur to us; and Shakespeare's tragic scene, 
where Othello smothers Desdemoua, le too 
well known to need comment. 


Novelists, again, like Wilkle Collins, have 


used the bed to good purpose In some of their 
•rotational stories, as lu the case of tbe my*- 
torioua bedstead which, after the manuer of 
B clothos press, Is made to screw 'tip, ao as to 
•mother its unsuspecting occupant Then 
there are beds whose surroundings have had 
the reputation of being haunted, and refus- 
ing sleep to any one sufficiently bold to com- 
t- l his weary frame to such an uncanny 
(| , u-tor; while fairy lore abounds in tales 
and legends of those who, while socking the 
sweetness of repose in some enchanted bod, 
have had vliions revealed to them of won- 
drous unearthly joys in the land of dreams. 


Home Idea, again, of the Importance for- 


merly attached to certain bedstead* may be 
gathered from old wills, where we find bed 
clothe* and sheets as things specially prized. 
Thus an Anglo-Saxon lady gave to one ot 
her children "her best bod curton linen, and 
all the clothes belonging to It," and to an- 
other child she leaves "two chests and all tht 
bed clothes that to one belong." 


When Cardinal Wolsey took a lease of 


Hampton Manor and manor homo in the 
rear IM4 he received twenty "bedsteddls" o> 
aart of tho demise. Entries of this kind are 
very numerous, and show In what high es- 
teem the comfort and nlceness of their beds 
were held by our forefathers. 


It may bo noted, too, that In days gone by 


many allusions occur to a smaller bedstead, 
which, rolled under the larger one, was de- 
signed usually for a valet or servant. Thus 
every reader will remember the woll known 
speech of mlno host of the Garter In "The 
Morry Wives of Windsor" (Iv, 6), who says 
of Polstaffi room, "There's his dumber, b!s 
house, his castle, his standing bed and truckle 
bed." In the old manuscript of tho romance 
ot the "Conw d'Artois," tho count lie* In the 
bed under tho canopy, while the truckle bed 
11 occupied by his valet. 


Of tho many further bedsteads which have 


acquired an historic fame mny be mentioned 
one in tho bedroom of Mary, Queen of Scots, 
at Bolyrood palace. It 1* covered with red 


gome Stage Efeota. 


The bowling of the wbtd, which adds s* 


much to th* realism of a sxne sometimes, i* 
produced by a very simple contrivance, con- 
sisting of two wheels and a string. The 
string forms a "belt" connecting the two 
wheels, and when they are turned hums, the 
sound rising or falling In pitch as the wheels 
are turned more or less rapidly. 


An equally simple arrangement provides 


tbe lightning of tho stage. Through the 
flame of a candle Is thrown a pinch of pow- 
der or magnesium, the flash producing the 
desired effect 
Since tha introduction of 


electric lights into theatres, however, an 
electrical apparatus has, to some Instances, 
superseded the old method. 


Nor has the use of elitctrlclty In theat- 


rical representations stopped with lightning. 
In tome of tbe great productions like those of 
tbe Kiralfys, In which large bodies of men 
and women are needed in marches and other 
spectacular effects, electric signals are used 
governing the progress and halt of the pro- 
cessions, and even furnishing the cues to the 
actors and actresses who go on ta individual 
parts, thus taking the place ot the old time 
call boy Electric footlights, etc., have long 
since ceased to be a novelty, their only dis- 
advantage being the impossibility of furnish- 
ing "half lights," as electric lamps cannot be 
dimmed without being entirely extinguished. 
To offset this fact, however, is the lessening 
of danger of fire. In this respect electricity, 
as a means of theatre lighting, undoubtedly 
possesses great advantage over gas. 


Tbe possibility of fire, caused by tho in- 


Fiammabl« natur* of the aoanery, etc., with 
which a stage is filled, has always been the 
greatest of all tha evils that drive deep away 
from managerial eyelids. 
In some cities 


ordinances are ta effect which compel the 
presence of a fireman, provided with ready 
attached boss, at each performance, and 
great precautions ta the way of globular 
wire screens for gas jets, etc,, must neces- 
sarily be taken. Among other means to pre- 
vent the entrance of the fir* fiend into the- 
atres Is "fireproof paint," a coat being ap- 
plied to scenery, walls and such »f tu* "prop- 
erties" as can stnnd it, 


Asbestos and iron curtains are coming Into 


general use, too, ta the larger play house*, 
where they can be lowered ta front of the 
regular drop ta case of an emergency. Such 
an arrangement, it is said, would prevent the 
spread of a fire from the stage to the audi- 
torium or vice versa, and might, ta the 
former circumstance, prevent a panic in tbe 
audience. As most of the people killed in all 
cb* great theatre fires have died in the panic 
following the discovery of the flames, this is 
an important consideration.

At Burnley, It may b* remembered, is pre- 


served the bedstead occupied by Queen Eliza- 
beth on her visits to tho lord treasurer, Bur 
leigb. It stands in a room In the western 
Brit floor of the mansion, known as Queen 
Elizabeth's bedroom, and U distinguished by 
Its green velvet hangings. Paul Hentzner, 
In bis visit to Windsor in tbe year 1508, no- 
tices the beds belonging to former princes as 
measuring eleven feet square, and speaks of 
Queen Elizabeth's bed, with Ita curious, rich 
embroidery, as not so large a* the others. 


A famous bedstead of the Fifteenth cen- 


tury was long preserved at Leicester and Is 
generally supposed to have been slept on by 
Richard III. The under part of It formed 
bis military chest, and, as most readers are 
aware, tho discovery of the treasure a cen- 
tury afterwards occasioned a barbarous mur- 
der. But none of tho coins discovered were 
of a later mint than this reign. Further- 
more, It is said by Pennant that a stump bed- 
stead kept In Berkeley castle Is the some on 
which the murder of Edward II was com- 
mitted.

Wooden Overcoat. 


In this Inventive age new uses of common 


things are continually being discussed. When 
car wheels are made of paper, and paper is 
made of wood, it is Impossible to predict what 
will be done next. It was in what wo already 
begin to think of as "old times," however— 
twenty-five years ago—that the wooden over- 
coat was invented; during what is still called 
"the war." 


According to the historians of the Fifty-

1 had a mustang which had traveled over 


more of the country than any man living, 
and in all matteru pertaining to frontier life 
ha was as well posted as four men out of five. 
Armed with a Winchester and revolver, and 
rather proud to be the one selected out of 
five scouts to make the trip, I left Fort Lin- 
coln just at dusk one evening in July and 
proceeded five miles down the river before 
crossing over.

Asia'* Ablest Soldier. 


Nearly forty years ago In South Hunting- 


ton township, Westmoreland county, livea 
John Hinton. He was an orphan boy, rod*) 
and uneducated, and had wandered there 
from the neighborhood of Masontown, Fay- 
ette county. With no known relatives, he 
was kicked from one family to another till 
manhood, enlisting then ta the war. At 
its close he helped to escort the Chero- 
kees beyond the Mississippi From In- 
dian territory he went to New Orleans and 
shipped as a common sailor on a vessel bound 
for the East Indies. At the Bay of Madras, 
on the western shores of the Bay of Bengal, 
be deserted .and enlisted ta a British regi- 
ment. He served many years, and during 
the memorable Sepoy rebellion was noted for 
his daring bravery. At his discharge he was 
presented with a gold medal by the governor 
general himself. 


He is next beard of traveling ta a caravan j 


from Delhi westward across the Indus river, 
through Afghanistan and Persia, to Turkey 
and back. In time from trading he became 
immensely wealthy and was the owner of five 
caravans, containing 13,000 horses and camels 
and fifty elephants. In 1S73 he visited Cabul, 
the capital of Afghanistan, for copper, great 
quantities of which are there mined and 
smelted. His magnificent retinue attracted 
the attention of the ameer and he was invited 
to an audience, an honor never before re- 
ceived by a Christian. A present of 100 of 
bis best horses and a three-tusked elephant 


' made the ameer his eternal friend. When 


yearly it was followed by similar presents, 
besides camels and merchandise, John Hinton 
gained the monopoly of trade from tho f>um- 
mit of the Hindoo Koosh mountains to tha 
confines of the Belloochiston, and in real 
power is second only to the ameer himself. 


About 1880 he was made military com- 


mander of the district of Herat, and in 1886 
suppressed a local rebellion to the great satis- 
faction of his sovereign. Trained ta the arts 
of war among the savages of North America 
and among the superstitious natives of India, 
where be became thoroughly familiar with 
British soldiers and their resources, together 
with his years of service as the idolized com- 
mander of the Mohammedan tribes to tens of 
thousands half-civilized men, he Is today the 
ablest soldier ta Asia.—Somerset County (Fa.) 
Democrat.

It Is now found 
that thl« nmy bo accomplished by Immersing 
the nrtlrioi In a solution of one part per 
chlorate of Iron In two part* of water, tho 
tone acquiring ilnrkuess with length of im- 
mersion, or the materials may be boiled In a 
solution of nltrato of copp*r. It Is also found 
practicable to Insure the desired effect by lav 
DiersliiK tho article* In • solution of two 
ounces of nitrate of Iron and tho same quan- 
tity of hyposulphite of soda In half a pint of 
water, drying and burnishing completing the 
process,—Exchange.

How to Mate Canarle*. 


fe,' "How do you mate canary birds!" repeated 
a fancier, after a patron's question yesterday. 
"Why, take three or four birds of both sexes 
and hang their cages around in the tame room. 
They begin to chirp. The average observer 
would probably note nothing particular about 
their chirping, but, if his attention were called 
to it, he could soon observe that the birds se- 
lect which one they will chirp to, and that 
certain couples begin chirping only to them- 
selves. They drop their Ringing altogether 
when to kept together, and only talk to each 
other In uninterrupted courtship. When the 
style of address and speech and sentiments of 
the canaries please each other at thlfr distance 
it is not always sure that they will mate. 


"They are easily deceived with eauh other, 


and after-toe marriage ceremony, which con- 
sists of putting them in the same cage with 
the hopeful blessings of the man who wonts 
to ralsejepme birdlings, they may fight like 
shovel and tongs. But generally their voices 
pleasing qich other's ears signifies more than 
a mere flirtation, and means they will love 
each other forever and ever.

Tanning an Elephant'* Hide. 


It weighed about 1,200 pounds and was 


about an inch and a third thick. After be- 
in ; put in a reservoir of purs water to green 
It. it was beaten for one hour every day with 
p.n iron on a large anvil. After being ten 
days in pure water It was left for another 
ten days in water with about 4 per cent, of 
salt. Then it was replaced in pure water 
again for twenty days. During those forty 
days it was constantly in soak. 


The head and feet, weighing about SCO 


pounds, were then removed and the skin 
hi*ig on spikes in the drying room. After 
hanging one day it was put in a vat contain- 
ing potash and a small quantity of sulphur of 
sodium in the following proportions: Water, 


nigh, I W» parts; slacked li,^, Smarts; potash 3 


parts; sulphur of sodium, 3 parts. After 
Ing two days in this bath it was rinsed in 
pure water of a temperature of 20 deg., when 
it was again placed in the drying room. 
After this double operation was repeated 
three times the skin was ready to have the 
hair taken off. This operation occupied about 
one day's time and gave about seventy-five 
pounds of >hair. Another day was* 'spent in 
cleaning and scraping. By this time it lost 
SO per cent, of its weight. The operation of 
its preparation lasted two months and it went 
through the same course as cowhide, with the 
difference that each phase of the work took 
three times as much time. The skin should 
be stretched in the pit and placed in the mid- 
dle of cowhides. Six layers of powder are 
then thrown in; two flrst, two second, and 
two third layers. Altogether the tanning 
takes three years. The partition of time is 
thus: Becoming green, 40 days; worked, 18 
days; preparation, 50; repetition, 60 days; 
first pit (double), 200 days; second pit (double), 
800 days; third pit (double), 400 days.—St. 
James Gazette.

Is it consomme you wish. If so, he pours 


into this clear stock some brown thickening 
fluid and there you are. If macaroni, a pot 
of bailed macaroni is at hand, and he forks 
few strings into the same clear stock. A big 
tin can of condensed ox tail soup stands on a 
handy shelf and a spoonful ot this loads itt 
flavor if that kind is wanted. A little thick- 
ening and a kidney from another pot makes 
a kidney stew in short order. A good dea! 
of rice, some thickening and a handful of 
curry powder and you have your curry. 
And so on. 


Soo him wield that magic wand, which
